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Report of the 


Meredith Board of Selectmen 
To the Citizens of Meredith: 


As 1993 becomes a year in history, we found it to be a productive year 
for the Town of Meredith. We accomplished many things and others are still 
ongoing. 


We accomplished: 


We have appointed an American with Disabilities Committee to study 
our buildings and services to improve accessibility and use. TDD machines 
for the hearing impaired are now available at the Town Office, Police Sta- 
tion and Meredith Public Library. 


Improvements are ongoing to insure disabled access to our facilities and 
services. Bathrooms have been renovated as well as the new ones constructed 
and an entrance deck at the Leavitt Beach building. An accessible bathroom 
is being constructed in the Meredith Fire Station. In 1994 we will be address- 
ing handle levers instead of doorknobs in many of our Municipal Buildings. 


A new information recording line was made available to update citizens 
on many issues. The phone number is 279-5357. 


We chipped stumps from the old landfill area and the stockpile on the 
Leavitt Beach Property from the 1970’s and 80’s. The grinding was quoted 
in previous years, but was found to be too expensive; quotes received in 1993 
were much lower and affordable. 


We continue to grind brush, wood and yard waste. The end result com- 
post has been utilized by Public Works for stabilization on construction 
projects. 


The Town received a new Pierce Fire Truck in November that was voted 
at Town Meeting. The truck is located in the Meredith Center Fire Station. 
A 1976 fire truck was retrofitted and rust repaired to lengthen its useful life 
to the Town. 


The Meredith Police Department has been active in securing equipment 
and supplies from the federal drug program. A police boat has been received 
for lake functions, a vehicle, refurbished by the firemen, to provide air system 
assistance and additional firemen transportation to fire activities. Blankets, 
fire proof coats, and other supplies have also been received. 
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The Police Officers started pedal patrols in the summer of 1993 in attempts 
to provide more visibility and quicker response within the downtown. The bike 
acquisition was covered by local donations. 


Meredith celebrated its Bicenviquinennual (225th Birthday) at a celebra- 
tion in Hesky Park this last summer. 


The Recreation Commission continues to develop a forest management 
and park development plan for the future use of the Reservoir Property to 
be recommended to us. 


The Waukewan Street sidewalk (from the boat launch to the beach) as 
approved at 1992 Town Meeting, was constructed in the fall of 1993 to improve 
pedestrian safety and will be completed in the spring of 1994. Our special 
thanks go to Mrs. Mary Prince for donating three feet of her front lawn to 
make this project possible. 


We will be conducting a property assessment update in 1994 to insure equi- 
ty and fairness to all our taxpayers. Many complaints were received in rela- 
tion to having all assessments being above market value. If assessments are 
lowered to more resemble fair market value, the tax rate must increase 
accordingly. 


Most taxpayers don’t realize that the Town controls only about 35% of 
the taxes paid. The remainder goes to Belknap County and the Inter-Lakes 
School District. 


Although we utilize only approximately 35% of property taxes, the Town 
portion is responsible, by law, for the cost of maintaining assessments, bill- 
ing and tax collection, 100% of abatement payments, and the cost of borrow- 
ing money to pay the Inter-Lakes School District, if taxes aren’t paid. 


The budget, as proposed, will maintain the same 1993 municipal tax rate. 
Many residents have asked for their roads to be rebuilt, paved, repaved, etc., 
but to keep municipal taxes down, we limit the number of projects we do each 
year. 


Town expenditures operate under our purchasing system which requires 
a minimum of three (3) quotes or prices for expenditures of $150 or more. 


Our appointed highway task force is reviewing possible improvements 
to Route 3, Route 25 and other streets. Predictions are that our traffic will 
more than double over the next twenty (20) years and our people are striv- 
ing to plan for that. Citizen input is important! Please be involved! 
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We have received four (4) petitioned warrant articles for the March 1994 
Town Meeting. Two (2) addressing property tax exemptions will be voted on 
by the Election Day ballot on Tuesday, March 8th at the Community 
Auditorium (Inter-Lakes High School) 7 a.m. - 7 p.m. The other two (2) ar- 
ticles will be voted upon at the Town Meeting Deliberative Session, Wednes- 
day, March 9th, 7:00 p.m. at the Inter-Lakes Elementary School Gym. The 
location is being tried this year in an attempt to provide more adjacent and 
accessible parking near the meeting. 


It is because of the interest of citizens, volunteers and our dedicated Town 
employees that Meredith’s projects and tasks are successful. Meredith is what 
it is today because of everyone involved. 


In closing, we have tried to address all issues brought to us and we wish 
to thank the citizens for their support and confidence.

The Seleetmen’s Report diseusses many achievements, I will mention 
additional aetivities of the Selectmen, employees and volunteers: 


eA portion of Blueberry Hill Read was reconstructed with developer funds, 
as required by the Meredith Planning Beard, 


eA sewer extension began on Catalde and Reservoir Roads and will be 
completed in the spring and summer of 1994, This project was made possible 
by eontributions by Annalee’s and neighborhood benefit assessments, 


eThe Publie Werks Department impreved drainage and reconstructed 
a portion ef sidewalk on Plymouth Street, installed drainage, reconstructed 
and paved the first mile ef Chemung Road frem Meredith Center, and con- 
tinues te improve our reads, 


eMany reads were sealed this fall, 


ePublie Works employee work has saved substantial dollars to us tax- 
payers; they are te be commended fer doing more with less money and we 
are ree te our eitizens fer their patience and cooperation as this work 
was done. 


eThe Munieipal Office is new processing records and payment for the 
Meredith Publie Library. 


eCemetery monument cleaning began in 1993, as well as improvement 
te Meredith’s 122 outlying cemeteries; this will continue into future years. 


eThe Water Treatment Plant upgrade as part of the Meredith Center con- 
tamination project was completed in 1993, Meredith’s final share of the 1.6 
million dollar project was only $189,000! 


eMeredith utilized free labor from the State’s Laconia Shock Incarcera- 
tion Unit te dig ever 100 fence post holes on the Waukewan Street sidewalk 
and to clear stumps on the Reservoir Property scenic vista. 


In efforts to reduce overtime costs to Meredith taxpayers winter snow 
pick up will be attempted during norma! working hours. Everyone's coopera- 
tion is appreciated. 
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Solid waste disposal continues to be a major expense te Meredith, but 
the recyclable store (used items) and recyeling has saved taxpayers nearly 
$70,000, Please convince your neighbor or employer to recyele; it helps us ail! 


A special mention is due to the Orkins family for their improvements and 
beautification of their Main and Water Street property. The park bench on 
Water Street has been enjoyed by many! 


In 1963 the Chamber of Commerce recognized Selectman Hdith Mongo 
as Citizen of the Year and presented the Community Pride Award to Joe 
LaFrance and his Buildings and Grounds Staff and Barry Cotton and his 
Publie Works employees. Congratulations! 


We have applied to the Wetlands Board for approval to install a seasonal 
dock at the Lake Waukewan Boat Launch; citizens have expressed their desire 
to tie their boats while tending their trailers without boats beating against 
the rocks. 


The New Hampshire Legislature passed a law allowing eredit ecard pay- 
ment of property taxes. Would you be in favor of this? Please eontaet our 
office with your thoughts. 


In closing, I have spoken or worked with a number of you, but eertainly 
not cht A if you have questions, opinions or concerns, please eontaet the 
Town Offices. 


I wish to thank our exeellent Town employees and volunteers for their 
hard work and dedication to me and the Townspeople of Meredith.

DELIBERATIVE SESSION 


The Meeting was called to order Wednesday, March 10, 1993 at 7:00 PM 
at the I-L Robert Pottle Auditorium by Moderator Jollimore. The Pledge of 
Allegiance led by Anne Jollimore, Regent of the Mary Butler Chapter of DAR. 

Selectman Hughes presented ‘‘Cousin’’ Brad Sprague a Proclamation & 
Certificate of Achievement for his many years of service to the Town as Select- 
man, School Board Member and County Commissioner. Mr. Sprague received 
a standing ovation from the floor. 

Mr. Jollimore gave instructions to the assembly and said he would not 
entertain a motion for reconsideration unless overruled by the assembly. 


ARTICLE 9 

It was moved by Selectman Hughes and seconded by Selectman Mongo 
to see if the Town will vote to (i) raise and appropriate the sum of Seven Hun- 
dred Fifty Thousand Dollars ($750,000) for the purpose of purchasing land 
and building from Cram-Hill Brook, Inc. (referred to as One Bay Point) 
located on the corner of Daniel Webster Highway and Route 25, Tax Map U07, 
Lot 114, said appropriation to be inclusive of State or Federal grants-in-aid, 
or contributions from other sources; (ii) to authorize the issuance of serial 
bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance 
Act, Chapter 33, of the said appropriation, provided, however, that the total 
amount of bonds or notes to be issued shall be reduced by the amount of such 
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grants-in-aid, or contributions from other sources; (iii) to authorize the Town 
Treasurer to make temporary borrowings, in accordance with the provisions 
of said Chapter, in anticipation of the receipt of the proceeds of said bonds 
or notes; and (iv) to authorize the Treasurer to determine the method and 
manner of sale of such bonds, notes and temporary borrowings, to determine 
the rate of interest thereon, approve the form and determine all other details 
and particulars thereof, and to take such other action as may be necessary 
to effect the issuance, sale and delivery of such bonds, notes and temporary 
borrowings, as shall be in the best interest of the Town, including the authority 
to enter into a Tax Regulatory Agreement containing such representations 
and covenants as are necessary to maintain the tax exemption under Federal 
Income Tax Laws of interest on such bonds, notes and temporary borrow- 
ings; to authorize the Selectmen and Town Manager to apply for and accept 
any or all State or Federal grants-in-aid, or other contributions in aid of the 
project, and to expend the appropriation in accordance herewith. (Passage 
requires affirmative vote of two-thirds present and voting.) 

Mr. Hughes said he knew that alot of emotion had been generated by this 
article but the Board of Selectmen felt that it was important to present it to 
the voters for their consideration. He continued that the Board were not do- 
ing a Selling job but felt that the purchase was a great opportunity for the 
Town. It would address space needs, parking, ADA, and the waterfront. The 
One Bay Point Building would make it easier to meet the new ADA (American 
Disabilities Act) required by the Federal Government. 

Town Manager Peter Russell brought the assembly up to date on the 
Selectmen’s research into other buildings that had been considered and the 
reasons for the choice of One Bay Point. Mr. Russell explained the Farmers 
Home financing and with the reduction of the Solid Waste bond in 1994 would 
offset the tax increase. He addressed the concern of tax monies lost and the 
environmental concerns. Mr. Russell showed the assembly a large folder con- 
taining all the data collected regarding the building and the basis for the 
Selectmen to bring it before the voters. 

Several persons spoke strongly against the building purchase citing the 
need to be more conservative in spending. It was felt that the effort should 
address the vacant stores on Main Street and not add to the vacancies. There 
were concerns regarding the rental of units conflicting with local business, 
the electric heat, maintenance, renovations and removal of prime commer- 
cial property from the tax rolls. 

Several citizens spoke in favor of the building purchase and supported 
the Selectmen. 

At 8:05 the question was moved. Polls were opened for an hour using a 
paper ballot. 

Article was defeated.

It was moved by Selectman Mongo and seconded by Selectman Hamlin 
to see if the Town will vote to (i) raise and appropriate the sum of Four Hun- 
dred Fifty-Eight Thousand Dollars ($458,000) for the purpose of Sewer Ex- 
tension Improvements up Cataldo Road and Reservoir Road to the cemetery; 
said appropriation to be inclusive of State or Federal grants-in-aid, or con- 
tributions from other sources; (ii) to authorize the issuance of serial bonds 
or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act, 
Chapter 33, of the said appropriation, provided, however, that the total amount 
of bonds or notes to be issued shall be reduced by the amount of such grants- 
in-aid, or contributions from other sources; (iii) to authorize the Town 
Treasurer to make temporary borrowings, in accordance with the provisions 
of said Chapter, in anticipation of the receipt of the proceeds of said bonds 
or notes; and (iv) to authorize the Treasurer to determine the method and 
manner of sale of such bonds, notes, and temporary borrowings, as shall be 
in the best interest of the Town, including the authority to enter into a Tax 
Regulatory Agreement containing such representations and covenants as are 
necessary to maintain notes and temporary borrowings; to authorize the 
Selectmen and Town Manager to apply for and accept any or all State or 
Federal grants-in-aid, or other contributions in aid of the project, and to ex- 
pend the appropriation in accordance herewith. (Proposed revenue could in- 
clude landowner betterment assessments, Sewer Capital Funds, State or 
Federal Grant Programs available or any contribution from other sources 
and/or any combination of the above.) (Passage requires affirmative vote 
of two-thirds present and voting.) 

Town Manager Russell explained this was a zero tax impact because of 
the betterment assessment against the benefitting property owners and not 
a taxation item. He stated that a survey had been done with the majority of 
the property owners in favor. 

Rodney Wilson spoke in favor stating that he had a list of the majority 
of the Reservoir Road residents in favor. There was discussion from the floor 
on the waiver for immediate connection. It was explained that the Board of 
Selectmen could give a waiver after a public hearing. 

There were some residents who spoke against the article. 

Polls were open for one hour using a paper ballot. 

Article passed in the affirmative.

ARTICLE 11 
For the purpose of amendment: It was moved by Selectman Hamlin and 
seconded by Selectman Hughes to see if the Town will vote to (i) raise and 
appropriate the sum of Two Hundred Thirty-Five Thousand Dollars ($235,000) 
for the purpose of purchasing an equipped Fire Truck for the Meredith Fire 
Department; appropriation to be inclusive of State or Federal grants-in-aid, 
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or contributions from other sources; (ii) to authorize the issuance of serial 
bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance 
Act, Chapter 33, of the said appropriation, provided, however, that the total 
amount of bonds or notes to be issued shall be reduced by the amount of such 
grants-in-aid, or contributions from other sources; (iii) to authorize the Town 
Treasurer to make temporary borrowings, in accordance with the provisions 
of said Chapter, in anticipation of the receipt of the proceeds of said bonds 
or notes; and (iv) to authorize the Treasurer to determine the method and 
manner of sale of such bonds, notes and temporary borrowings, to determine 
the rate of interest thereon, approve the form and determine all other details 
and particulars thereof, and to take such other action as may be necessary 
to effect the issuance, sale, and delivery of such bonds, notes and temporary 
borrowings, as shall be in the best interest of the Town, including the authority 
to enter into a Tax Regulatory Agreement containing such representations 
and covenants as are necessary to maintain the tax exemption under Federal 
Income Tax Laws of interest on such bonds, notes and temporary borrow- 
ings; to authorize the Selectmen and Town Manager to apply for and accept 
any or all State or Federal grants-in-aid, or other contributions in aid of the 
project and to expend the appropriation in accordance herewith. (Passage 
requires affirmative vote of two-thirds present and voting.) 

Selectman Hamlin moved and Selectman Hughes seconded to amend Ar- 
ticle 11 to raise and appropriate the sum not to exceed $222,000 for the pur- 
pose of purchasing an equipped fire truck. 

Andre Kloetz, Deputy Fire Chief, made the presentation for the commit- 
tee who investigated the purchase of a new fire truck. 

There were some questions from the floor regarding the purchase. 

There was some further discussion and then the polls opened. They re- 
mained open for one hour. 

The article was passed in the affirmative by a paper ballot.

To see if the Town will vote to (i) raise and appropriate the sum of One 
Hundred Twenty-Five Thousand Dollars ($125,000) for the purpose of water 
and sewer improvements up Philbrook Avenue to the end; said appropria- 
tion to be inclusive of state or Federal grants-in-aid, or contributions from 
other sources; (ii) to authorize the issuance of serial bonds or notes in accor- 
dance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act, Chapter 33, of the 
said appropriation, provided, however, that the total amount of bonds or notes 
to be issued shall be reduced by the amount of such grants-in-aid, or contribu- 
tions from other sources; (iii) to authorize the Town Treasurer to make tem- 
porary borrowings, in accordance with the provisions of said Chapter, in an- 
ticipation of the receipt of the proceeds of said bonds or notes; and to authorize 
the Treasurer to determine the method and manner of sale of such bonds, 
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notes and temporary borrowings, to determine the rate of interest thereon, 
approve the form and determine all other details and particulars thereof, and 
to take such other action as may be necessary to effect the issuance, sale and 
delivery of such bonds, notes and temporary borrowings, as shall be in the 
best interest of the Town, including the authority to enter into a Tax 
Regulatory Agreement containing such representations and covenants as are 
necessary to maintain notes and temporary borrowings; to authorize the 
Selectmen and Town Manager to apply for and accept any or all State or 
Federal grants-in-aid, or other contributions in aid of the project, and to ex- 
pend the appropriation in accordance herewith. (Proposed revenue could in- 
clude landowner betterment assessments, Sewer Capital Funds, State or 
Federal grant programs available or any contribution from other sources 
and/or any combination of the above.) (Passage requires affirmative vote 
of two-thirds present and voting.) 

It was moved by Selectman Hughes and seconded by Selectman Mongo 
to table Article 12 because residents were not interested. 

Passed in the affirmative to table this article. 


ARTICLE 13 

It was moved by Selectman Mongo and seconded by Selectman Hamlin 
to see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal of Sixteen Thousand 
Five Hundred Dollars ($16,500) from the Police Equipment Capital Reserve 
Fund, said withdrawal to be used for Police equipment purchases. 

Chief John Curran spoke in favor of the article and explained the need 
for a new cruiser. 

Mrs. Mongo stated that the balance in the fund after the purchase would 
be $16,481.79. 

No further discussion. 

Article passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 14 

It was moved by Selectman Hamlin and seconded by Selectman Hughes 
to see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal of Twenty Five Thou- 
sand Dollars ($25,000) from the Fire Department Capital Reserve Fund; said 
withdrawal to be used toward a Fire Department truck. 

Mr. Hamlin explained that a 1976 fire truck would be retrofitted and ex- 
tend the use of the truck for ten years. 

No discussion. 

Article passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 15 
It was moved by Selectman Hughes and seconded by Selectman Mongo 
to.see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of Four Thousand Eight 
Hundred Forty Dollars ($4,840) to be applied toward the LCIP Loan Repay- 
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ment; said funds to come from the balance of the 1992 Land Use Change 
Revenue as required by March 1992 Town Meeting, Article 29. 

Mr. Hughes explained that this article is based on Article 29 of the 1992 
Town Meeting which allowed the next Town Meeting to appropriate the 
balance of the land use change revenue after the first $10,000 has been turned 
over to the Conservation Commission. It will be applied to the LCIP loan. 

No discussion. 

Article passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 16 

It was moved by Selectman Mongo and seconded by Selectman Hamlin 
to see if the Town will vote to create an expendable General Fund Trust Fund 
under the provisions of RSA 31:19-a, to be known as the Meredith Village 
Cemetery Maintenance Fund, for the purpose of improvements and to main- 
tain the Meredith Village Cemetery and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Thirty Nine Thousand Ejighty-Nine Dollars and Eighty-Eight Cents 
($39,089.88) plus any other interest accrued toward this purpose; said sum 
will be offset by revenues provided by the Meredith Village Cemetery Associa- 
tion with the Board of Selectmen designated as trustees and agents to expend. 

Mrs. Mongo explained that the Meredith Village Cemetery Assn. turned 
all buildings and assets to the Town of Meredith. This included funds for 
maintenance. The Selectmen would set up an expendable Trust to be used 
for general cemetery purposes. 

No discussion. 

Article passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 17 

It was moved by Selectman Hamlin and seconded by Selectman Hughes 
to see if the Town will vote to create an Irrevocable Trust Fund under the 
provisions of RSA 31:19 to be known as the John Beede Perpetual Care Fund 
and to raise and appropriate the sum of Four Thousand Nine Hundred Ninety- 
Seven Dollars and Thirty-Six Cents ($4,997.36), plus any additional accrued 
interest, to be placed in this fund, said fund to be provided by the Meredith 
Village Cemetery Association and to designate the Board of Selectmen as 
trustees and agents to expend the income for this purpose. 

Mr. Hamlin explained when the Town received the cemetery assets a fund 
was dedicated to one lot. This article rededicates this money as a perpetual 
trust fund for that lot. 

No discussion. 

Article passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 18 
To see what sum the Town will vote to raise and appropriate for the 
necessary operational expenses of the Town for the ensuing year budget. It 
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was moved by Mr. Hughes and seconded by Mrs. Mongo to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $6,197,728 for the operational expenses of the Town. 

There was some discussion and questions on different accounts especially 
the contingency account. 

It was moved and seconded to remove $68,829 from the contingency ac- 
count and move that amount to the proper accounts. No change in the amount 
of the operating budget just realignment. 

Amendment passed with a voice vote. 

Amended article was passed with a voice vote in the affirmative with a 
few nays. 


ARTICLE 19 

For the purpose of amendment it was moved by Vincent Kuharic and 
seconded by Ellen Foley to see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions 
of the Municipal Budget Law and establish a Budget Committee consisting 
of six (6) members at large to be elected by official ballot, and one (1) member 
of the Board of Selectmen designated by said Board. Members at large shall 
be elected for three (3) year terms except that the first year immediately 
following adoption of this law, the six (6) at large committee members shall 
be appointed by the Town Moderator within thirty (30) days of the adopting 
at Annual Town Meeting. At this time, two (2) committee members shall be 
appointed for one (1) year, two (2) for two (2) years, and two (2) for three 
(3) years. Each year thereafter, one-third (1/3) of the members shall be 
elected for a one (1) year term, one third (1/3) of the members shall be elected 
for a two (2) year term, and one third (1/3) of the members shall be elected 
for a three (3) year term, in accordance with RSA 32:2 and 32:3. (Petitioned 
by twenty-five (25) or more voters.) (An amendment will be required to allow 
conformance with New Hampshire Law.) 

Mr. Kuharic motioned and Virginia West seconded to amend Article 19 
to comply with RSA 32:2 to insert: Each year thereafter, one third (1/3) shall 
be elected for a term of three (3) years and until their successors are elected 
and qualified.”’ 

There was considerable discussion on the amendment with Mr. Kuharic 
and Lynn Montana speaking in favor of the article. They cited the concern 
of the petitioners that the budget was too high for similar size towns. It was 
stated that over 100 towns in N.H. have a budget committee that work in a 
binding way to keep the budget in line. 

Selectman Hughes spoke against the article. There were statements from 
the floor in praise of the ‘‘good job’’ that the Selectmen have done. 

There was some further discussion both pro and con. 

Michael Hatch made a motion to move the question. 

The amendment was defeated by a voice vote. 

Mr. Hughes made a motion to table the article. Seconded by Mrs. Mongo. 
Affirmative vote to table the article. 
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ARTICLE 20 

It was moved by Selectman Mongo and seconded by Selectman Hamlin 
to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Public Library Trustees, in ac- 
cordance with RSA 202-A:4-C, to apply for, accept and expend, without fur- 
ther action by the Town Meeting, money from the State, Federal or other 
governmental unit or a private source which becomes available during the 
year. This money is to be used only for legal purposes for which a Town may 
appropriate money, not require the expenditure of other Town funds and is 
exempt from all provisions of RSA 32, relative to limitations and expenditure 
of Town monies. 

Mrs. Mongo explained this would enable the Library to apply and expend 
funds from government or private sources without Town Meeting approval. 

No discussion. 

Article passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 21 

It was moved by Selectman Hamlin and seconded by Selectman Hughes 
to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to accept deeds 
to roads on behalf of the Town, providing procedures are followed as outlined 
in RSA 231, with public hearings. 

No discussion. 

Article passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 22 

It was moved by Selectman Hughes and seconded by Selectman Mongo 
to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and Treasurer to bor- 
row in anticipation of taxes, such sums as are necessary for the operation 
of the Town and to set the rates, effect the issuance of notes and to otherwise 
negotiate for the sale of notes to be paid within the present fiscal year. 

No discussion. 

Article passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 23 

It was moved by Selectman Mongo and seconded by Selectman Hamlin 
to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell and transfer 
title to all real estate taken by the Town in default or redemption or from 
any Tax Lien upon such conditions as they shall see fit. 

No discussion. 

Article passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 24 
It was moved by Selectman Hamlin and seconded by Selectman Hughes 
to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to apply for, 
accept and expend, without further action by Town Meeting, money from gifts 
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or donations, etc., from the State, Federal or other governmental unit or a 
private source which becomes available during the year in accordance with 
RSA 31:95-b. 

No discussion. 

Article passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 25 

It was moved by Selectman Hughes and seconded by Selectman Mongo 
to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to accept, 
on behalf of the Town, gifts, legacies and devises made to the Town in trust 
for any public purpose as permitted by RSA 31:19. 

No discussion. 

Article passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 26 

To see if the Town will vote to discontinue an existing Class VI Road 
(which is subject to gates and bars) known as Drake Road, beginning at the 
intersection of Drake Road and Hueber Road (private road) and terminate 
at the intersection of Saddle Hill Road and Drake Road (through Tax Map 
R36, Lot 8; R36, Lot 9; R33, Lot 5; and R33, Lot 6). 

It was moved by Selectman Mongo and seconded by Selectman Hamlin 
to table Article 26 because ali abutters have not agreed. 

Motion to table passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 27 

It was moved by Selectman Hamlin and seconded by Selectman Hughes 
to see if the Town will vote to discontinue a portion of two (2) Class V Roads 
known as Reservoir Road and Hemlock Drive; Reservoir Road discontinuance 
would begin by Tax Map S823, Lot 54B (second corner), continue to Hemlock 
Drive intersection; from this intersection to the end of Reservoir Road at Town 
Property, Tax Map S22, Lot 22. Hemlock Drive discontinuance would begin 
at Hemlock Drive and Reservoir Road intersection to the proposed realign- 
ed section along Tax Map S23, Lot 54C. This discontinuance is contingent upon 
the relocation and realignment of the first corner of Reservoir Road near the 
cemetery and the relocation and realignment of Hemlock Drive. This discon- 
tinuance is also contingent on easements for underground utilities and 
pedestrian and gated vehicle access along the original water main from Reser- 
voir Road to the former reservoir. All of these conditions must be accom- 
plished within ten (10) years of warrant article passage and the construction 
of the realignment by private parties as required by the Selectmen, prior to 
any discontinuance (see exhibits available).

It was moved by Selectman Hughes and seconded by Selectman Mongo 
to see if the Town will accept the Community Building Committee’s 
preliminary report and request the Committee to continue their investiga- 
tion and review for a Community Center Building and report back to the Town.

ARTICLE 1 
To bring your ballots for: 
One (1) Selectman for one (1) year 
One (1) Selectman for three (3) years 
One (1) Moderator for two (2) years 
Three (3) Library Trustees for three (3) years 
One (1) Trustee of Trust Funds for three (3) years 
One (1) Supervisor of the Checklist for six (6) years 


ARTICLE 2 

‘‘Shall we adopt an exemption for the totally and permanently disabled? 
The exemption, based on assessed value, for qualified taxpayers shall be 
$50,000.00. To qualify, the person must have been a New Hampshire resident 
for at least five (5) years and own and occupy the real estate individually 
or jointly, or if the real estate is owned by a spouse, they must have been 
married for at least five (5) years. In addition, the taxpayer must have a net 
income of not more than $15,000.00 or, if married, a combined income of not 
more than $17,000.00; and own net assets not in excess of $50,000.00, excluding 
the value of the person’s residence.’’ (Petitioned by 25 or more legal voters 
of the Town of Meredith) (Not Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 3 
‘Shall we adopt optional adjusted elderly exemptions from property tax? 
The optional exemptions, based on assessed value, for qualified taxpayers 
shall be as follows: For a person 65 years of age up to 75 years, $20,000.00; 
for a person 75 years of age up to 80 years, $30,000.00; for a person 80 years 
of age or older, $40,000.00. To qualify, the person must have been a New Hamp- 
shire resident for at least five (5) years; own the real estate individually or 
jointly, or if the real estate is owned by a spouse, they must have been mar- 
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ried for at least five (5) years. In addition, the taxpayer must have a net in- 
come of not more than $15,000.00 or, if married, a combined net income of 
less than $17,000.00; and own net assets not in excess of $50,000.00, excluding 
the value of the person’s residence.”’ (Petitioned by 25 or more legal voters 
of the Town of Meredith) (Not Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 4
